Agency Language Round Table held at the Air Force Academy on 
24 and 25 January. Only routine business was discussed at the 
Round Table but ■■■■had a long and profitable discussion 
with Captain Carney, USAF, in charge of Chinese instruction at 
the Academy and with Major Ross, U.S. Army, who expects to be 
setting up a language course at the U.S. Military Academy at 
West Point some time next year. 

Capt. Carney is charged with preparing Chinese course 
materials for use at the Air Academy. He has had two years of 
Chinese himself, a minimum of lin guistics , and native speakers 
of Chinese to help him. He asked to investigate the 25X1 A 

possibility of coming to the Air Academy for two weeks active 
duty as a consultant on this problem. This has proved impossible 
but Capt. Carney is trying to get his supervisors to ask for the 
loan of services for two weeks on TDY on a non-military 

status. 
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Major Ross of West Point is also interested in 
help as a consultant. The best time for all eoncerne^f^Moe 
Summer of 1966 and there should be no difficulty in 
making that his annual tour of active duty for that year.

Foreign Language Fellowship committee, with the Slavic panel. 
Altogether there were seme 45 professors from. universities 
throughout the country, processing 2,916 applications in about 
70 "critical" languages. ^^^^^|was the only government 
representative. The Slavic panel approved 243 candidates for 
awards in Russian (47 of these alternates) which accounted for 
the largest number of grants, followed by Chinese, Japanese, 
Spanish, Portuguese, Arabic, Hindi, and Swahili. This year, 
it should be noted African languages received an unprecedented 
25X1 A number of applications. 


5. To meet the need for more laboratory facilities here in 
Arlington Towers twelve positions were moved here from the HQ 
laboratory.
